Lo.VDo.v, Dec. 2.S.— The Paris corres- 
pontlent of the Tiniea this morning re- 
news his surmises regarding opposition 
the European powers to intervention 
by tho United States in Cuba. He says : 
Tho Austrisin court and Rovernnient 
have long been uneasy over tho attitude 
ot Anieritjan iingoiam towards .Spain, 
and such uneasiness has long been the 
subject of diplomatic talks. The (iiieeii 
regent of Spain is one of the most beloved 
priiicesees of the Austrian house. The 
love and respect she has won f i-om the 
Spaniards have strengthened the affe 
lions reserved for her own family and 
there will be no hesitation in demon- 
strating the fact whenever it comes to a 
question of defending the interests of a 
country whose honor she protects with 
unmixed enthusiasm, and wliich has be- 
comeasiieartoherasif sheliad been born 
on its soil." The Times P/iris despatch 
further reports that Le Temps remarks 
upon the Cuban situation that military 
successes and the attitude of the United 
States should facilitate concessions by 
Spain. 

" It would bo tactless," adds Le 
Temps, " to spoil the situation by o.x- 
pl. ciily suggesting to the Madrid cabinet 
stops apparently dictated by their own 
interests and the glory of the country. 
It would be more opportune to use to- 
wards Washington discreetly, in behalf 
of the whole of Europe, language calcu- 
lated to confirm President Cleveland 
and Mr. Olney's good intentions and to 
give valuable hints to Mr. McKinley and 
his Secretary of State." 

Tho Chronicle suggests that M. de 
Blowitz' unfounded statements of Satur- 
day that the government had made re- 
presentations to Washington protesting 
against intervention in Cuba, may have 
originated in one of the periodical i)er- 
turbations of the German Emperor con- 
cerning theafTairsof the world, "which," 
says the Chronicle, " failing a better 
governance he takes under his care. We 
believe that the French foreign office has 
been sounded in regard to Cuba in an 
anti-American sense, but anything like 
concerted action on such a subject is out 
or the question." 

The Chronicle has a Rome despatch 
which says: "Spain has questioned 
England, France and Italy as to their 
attitude in the event of war between 
Spain and the United States. France 
and England replied indefinitely that 
everything depends on the course of 
events. Italy offers to assist in pro- 
ducing an amicable arrangement, with- 
out promising to support Spain against 
the United States. The Vatican ab- 
solutely favors the Spanish cauEO. King 
Alfonzo has written a Christmas auto- 
graph letter to the Pope, asking for his 
prayers for tho success of the Spanish 
arms." 

The bubonic plague is increasing in 
Bombay. There have been 13,0!)-1 cases 
and deaths from tliat cause up to 
tliis date. Tho exodus from the city of 
Bombay continues, and the newspapers 
threaten the natives with martial law 
unless they conform to sanitary regula- 
tions. 

It is announced to-day that the Turkish 
budget estimates for 1897 show that the 
assets exceed the expenditures by X82,- 
000 Turkish. This result baa been 
brought about by reducing the war esti- 
mates £1,000,000 Turkish, by making 
economies in other departments and by 
an increase in tithes. 

Tho constructor of the Siberian rail- 
way undertakes to build a line through 
Manclinria. startint: from a jioint on tlie 
river where the Siberian road joins the 
trans-Baikal line, and terminating at 
Nikolskaya, south of tho Ussuwa line. 
Of this i)roposed new line 1,12.5 out of a 
total of 10,i)20 versts are in Chinese ter- 
ritory. The Russian ministerial press 
points out that this line will make Eiis- 
siu the intermediary of peaceful civiliza- 
tion between Europe and Asia. 

M, Helunzier Diifresiie, formerly 
director of the Paris opera, is dead. He 
was an ollicer of the Legion of Honor. 



VENGEANCE PEJRSONIFIED. 

Madame Stanibnlofl' Denounces and Demands 
the Punishment of Her Husband's 
Murderers. 

Sofia, Bulgaria, Dec. 27.— Mme. Stam 
boulofT, widow of the murdered ex 
premier of Bulgaria, whose alleged 
assassins are on trial here before the 
mixed tribunal, when the proceedings 
commenced declined to attend, but in 
response to repeated requests was present 
at the sitting of the court yesterday, 
dressed iu the deepest mourning, a long 
black veil concealing her features. 

When her name was called, amid pro- 
found silence tho widow rose and, shak- 
ing^ with passionate emotion, eaid : 
" You have insisted upon my presence. 
I am here. I hnvo nothing to say, be- 
cause I do not see arraigned beforu your 
honorable court those who are known to 
be the real assassins of my late husband. 
You know thum Mr. President, and you 
too Mr. Protecutor-Oieneral. Is it not 
so? You know them, and all the world 
does. Where are thovV I don't see 
them here." Then with a gesture full of 
fire and indignation, the unfortunate 
lady exclaimed, pointing to the alleged 
murderers of her husband: "Acquit 
those miserable people. Summon be- 
fore you the really guilty men, who are 
at present the government. I have 
nothing to add ; I will now withdraw." 

These utterances of tho widow of the 
great statesman, known as the Bismarck 
of Bulgaria, who was literally hacked 
and shot in tho streets of this city on

A Mob ^endeavors to Stop Work on the Erie

— A seri- 
ous riot occurred at the aqueduct, four 
miles from this city, on the Erie canal, 
this afternoon, where three hundred 
Italians are employed. A body of one 
hundred aud fifty men from this city 
marched down with guns, knives, 
clubs, pickaxes, oto., carrying a red 
flag and compelled the men workirg to 
quit.

A body is 
now in exiateuce — lias been fur nuin/ 
years in existence — called tlio Colonial 
Defence Committee, coiiijiosed of repre- 
eentotives of tlie Admiralty and War 
Office and tiie Colonial Otiice. That 
body lias made a complete study of the 
questions of colonial defence, as it afleuts 
every colony of the British Empire. It 
haa studied the question from the noiat 
of view of each colony ; and every col- 
ony, whether it be a crown colony or a 
self-govern ing colony, is now ):i i)08ac8- 
sion of tho vicnvs of Her Majesty's 
i;overnment as to tlie nature of tlie at 
tack — the possible attack — to wbicli any 
of them may be exposed, and aa to the 
means of defence which it ia possible to 
oppose to Bucb attack. I am not only 
permitted, but I am aaked, to make as 
public announcement aa can Ije made of 
ttiB principles upon which those pliina 
are based, bo that not only the public at 
home, but every one of our colonial fcl 
low-subjects, mav know bow much it ia 
that government are prepared to under 
take in tiie defence of tho colonies, and 
the duties which in their turn thoy think 
ought to bo undertaken by the colonies 
theraaelves: 

" The maintenance of sea supremacy 
haa been assumed aa the basis of the 
ayatem of Imperial defence against at- 
tack from over the sea. This ia tho de 
terraining [actor in shaping the whole 
ilefeusive policy of the Empire, and is 
fully recognized by the Admiralty, who 
have accepted the responsibility of pro 
tecting all British territory abroad 
against organized invasion from the aea 
To fulfil tbia great chiirixe they claim 
the absolute power of diaposinc of their 
forces in tlie manner they consider most 
certain to secure success, and object to 
limit the action of any part of tiieni to 
the immediate neighborhood of places 
which they consider may be more ef 
fectively protected by operations at a 
distance." 

"It ia recognized, however, that Her 
Majesty's ships, eugagcd in hunting out 
and destroying the squadrons of an 
enemy, may not be in a position to pre- 
vent the predatory raids of hostile 
cruisers on British ports. The strength 
01 such an attack will vary in the diller- 
ent parts of the world, according to the 
strengths of possible hostile navies, the 
proximity of their bases and the troops 
that are or could easily be brought there 
in anticipation of war. It alto varies 
from time to time with changing 
political combinations. Ihit it ia in the 
highest degree improbable that tliis 
raiding attack would be made by more 
than a few ships, nor could it be of 
any permanent effect unless troops 
could be landed. In no case could a 
greater force than a few thousand men 
be collected and conyeyed without such 
arrangements and preparation as would 
bring the operations under the category 
of tUose which the navy has undertaken 
to prevent. Against a raid of the nature 
indicated, it haa been considered neces- 
sary to make absolutely secure tlioge 
places whicli are essential to the navy 
for coaling, refitting and repairing. Porta 
for this purpose have been selecti-d by 
tlii Admiralty, and all Imperial re- 
sources in men and money available lor 
use abroad have been concentrated on 
their defence. 

"A])artfrom the harbors fortified by 
the navy, there are other ports which, 
though they do not enter into_ what may 
be called the general strategic scheme, 
are also liable, from their commercial 
importance, to predatory raids, and 
which required measures of defence for 
the protection of the special interests in- 
volved. Tiie resources of jjlacea whicti, 
in the opinion of an enemy, would jus- 
tify the very consi<lerable risks which ii 
raid on theiu would involve, arc jrener- 
ally sr.lliciunt to adtiiit of the provision 
of "local (Iclence by lncal meann, and 
where tli(:- lial)ility to attack and tlie re- 
sources U> lu^sist. attack coexist, it haa 
been held to be the duty of the 
colony to make provision for n.lf- 
(luate'defence. In dealint' witli places 
of tlda nature, the cnininittiie luivc' 
advocated the crcalinn of sullicient lixed 
defences to prevent their unmolcHteii 
occupation by hostile cruisers, but more 
especially the provision of troops sulli- 
cient to deal eli'ectually with such forces 
as an enemy must put on shore to en- 
able him to secure any permanent ad- 
vantage from his attack. Troops with- 
out works nuiy defeat an enemy and 
irustrato bis object. AVorks without 
troops are useless and delusive. I 
think that in tlieso few iiaragraphs the 
pvincir.lea of coloni;d ilefence have been 
atateii with a clearness whiub leaves 
nothing to bo desired. 

The obligations which the Imperial 
government is prejiared to undertake in 
the defence of her eoloniea as well as of 
herself, and those which the colotuea are 
expected to unilertako in their own tie- 
fence, have been clearly defined, and 
now I trust that, those principles having 
been clearly stated, these mutual obliga- 
tions being clearly understood, both by 
the Imperial government and tho Col- 
onial governments, when tho time 
comes, as I trust it shortly will come, 
when another conference will be held — 
(bear, hear) — for the purj)ose of recon- 
sidering, and, I trust, renewing the 
naval arrangement with the Australas- 
ian, and, I liojio, with other colonies, 
tho Hame opportunity will bo taken of 
rediflcussing the whole ipu^H'ion of colo- 
nial defence, iN''ow, thuieforo, that tho 
principles have been clearly established 
and that the British people, at the in- 
stance of their government, have taken 
on themselves vast obligatioua in order 
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to strengthen their fleet and to enable 
it to fulfil its reaponaibilities, not only 
to our own country, but also to the 
colonies, I trust that the colonies them- 
selves, stimulated by the example which 
has been set by some, will not hesitate 
to do all that is necessary to discharse 
what 1 think is the very moderate share 
of those duties whicli it ia proposed to 
impose upon them. 

" It ia for the discussion and consider- 
ation of, and for furnishing and provi<l- 
ing knowledge and information upon, 
subjects such as these that tho IJriliali 
EmjDiro League has been founded and 
ventures to tlunk it may be of some ser- 
vices. Aa at present constituted it does 
not undertake to frame constitutions or 
to elaborate commercial systems. Its 
more modest, but, I think, still useful aim 
is to furniaii a channel of communica- 
tion between Englishmen at home and 
Englishmen abroatl — (cheers) — to dis- 
cuss difficulties and, it may be, 
to remove misanderstandings which 
still atand in the way of a more 
complete Emperial unity; and I think 
that, if we can discharge this important 
though not ambitions object, the league 
will not have deserved badly of the 
citizens of f^ondon or of the iidiabitants 
of thisgreatcountry as a whole. (Cheers. ) 
To lead the people of this country and of 
the colonies to a better understanding 
and knowledge of the various elements 
of the (juestiona of commercial unity 
and of general defence — these are the 
objects which, in its presentconstitution, 
the league seta before you. (Loud cheers.) 



EIGHT YEAES' IMPEISONMENT. 

Sentence of a Prominent Insurgent Leader 
in Havana. 

Hayaxa, Dec. 26. — To-day the united 
tribunal, which judges the proceedings 
against Julio Banguilla, a naturalized 
American citizen, charged with con- 
spiracy against the Spanish government, 
met for the first time after an adjourn- 
ment of the OhriBtmas holidays. The 
judge decided that Sanguilla waa guilty 
of modilled qualifications of the crime of 
whicu he was accused and sentenced him 
to 8 years and 1 day imprisonment. The 

sentence will bo publiahed on Jlonday, 
Julio Sanguilla waa arreated,with thirty 
others, including members of well 
known families of Havana, and confined 
to Morro castle. An attempt waa made 
tj try him hy court-nuirtial, but through 
the ellbrts of Consul Williama his citi- 
zenship was establiflhed and ho was 

iven a civil trial. The prosecution at- 
tempted til prove that Sanguilla was the 
head of a local conspiracy and the chief 
resident instiirator of the insurgent 
movement, and that he had been especi- 
ally appointed by .lose Marti to assume 
command of the forces of tiunlu Uiara, 
which were expected to rise acainst 
Spain. 

THE STUBBOltN SULTAN. 

Nolliing Will Convince But the Fleet of the 
Powers at the Golden Horn. 

n'rom tlie rortlniid OrcKoiilnii.) 
The story that the three great mari- 
time powers would intervene jointly to 
<ioerce the Sultan and impose adminis- 
trative reforms in Turkey has been told 
so often that it haa lost intei'est. I'roh- 
ahly it ia true, since; everybody seetiis l« 
hi'lievt; it hut the Sultan himself. A ])- 
parcnlly nothing will convince liini hul 
apiK^arauce of the three fleets in l!ie 
(iolden Morn. 1 1 is at lit nde then wil 1 ile- 
tcrniiue the dramatic and li istcjrical in- 
terest of the .subKe(pH.'nt i)r<«!ee,(lingK. 
If In! ahall he very humble ami accept 
the ]iri))ioHe(i refoniiH without (luestiuii 
or (lualilical ion, Uritinh p(jlicy may gain 
its point hy prolonging his (Miipire for 
another season. If he still shullles, 
evades and resists, as liusaia unil<>id;t- 
edly desires that ho should, the end for 
which Ruaaian policy haa striven and 
waited for more than a century will 
come. That ia, tho Turkish empire in 
liurope will come to an end. It is ])rob- 
ahle that the powers have anticipated 
this contingency, and that even then 
there will be no general war. 



'Returning From Brazil. 
Ottawa, Dec. 2C. — The Dominion gov- 
ernment have decided to pay tho ex- 
pense of the nine adults and tbirleen 
juveniles who emigrated to Brazil and 
who aro now on their way to Liverpool 
by Bteamcr, having been sent forward 
by the British consul in the hope that 
either the Britisli government or the 
Dominion government would look nftei 
thein. On reaching Liverpool they will 
bo sent to Canada by tho High Commis- 
sioner. The Canadian government hopes 
that tho experience of these Canadians 
will bo such as to prevent others from 
leaving their homes in the same way.

VANCOUVER. 

VANConvEB, Dec. 28 — Detective, Ince 
has returned a child to the 
lawful guardiaiialiip of its father, 
as the climax of an interesting 
case. J. Mercer, of Utah, was given 
charge of a daughter of his divorced 
wife t)y the courts. Tiie uiother of the 
child, however, stole her daughter 
awny, going to Denver, San Francisco, 
Winnipeg, and Unally Vancouver, where 
Detective Inco located her, and eent for 
the father, who arrived here and took 
' -back the child. Mr. Mescer is a wealthy 
Mormon. 

Holds-up continue, and still there are 
no convictions. An attempt was made 
to hold up J. Bethuiie at the C.P.R. 
■wharf about six o'clock on Saturday 
evening. Bulliuno fiiiccessfuliy resisted. 

A man named ilaueen was held \ip on 
Westminster avenue and $1/) and a 
watch taken from him. Dan Tait was 
held up on AVater street and some 
change secured by the liighwaymau. 
Conductor ,T(imes, of the tram com- 
pany, was held up bj' higliwaymen on 
WestDiinster bridge. His wife, who 
was with Mr. James, screamed and the 
robbers made ofT. These are a few of 
the cases reported to the police, bnt it is 
thought by the public that there are 
many other cases purposely kept quiet. 

Perhaps the most daring rohbery yet 
reported was jierpetrated on Westmin- 
ster avenue. A man walked into Wood- 
ward's drug store at .'S o'clock in the 
afternoon and robbed tlie till oi some 
$25. The store was crowded at llie time 
of the robbery. 

Fourteen more prisoners arc being 
brought from the Kamloops jail to West- 
minster jail by I'rov-incial Police Ser- 
geant Langloy and Constable McMynn, 
owing to the overcrowded condition of 
the former jail. 

The Municipal League held a largely 
attended meeting last niizht. Several 
aldermen were present, and municipal 
matters were discussed at length. Tlie 
league named the following candidates 
for Ward 4 : Aid. Brown, McDonald, C. 
L. Behpsen, J. Dickinson and J. Ellison. 
Two will be chosen from these on Mon- 
day next. Mr. Alexander, of the O.P.R. 
stores department, will stand for alder- 
man in VVard 3. 

The secretary of the Two Friends 
]\Iine, Liniiteil, yesterday received from 
the superintendent a letter to the follow- 
ing effect: Work is progressing moat 
favourably. Both stopes look well, the 
lower one showinn an increase in the 
w"idth of the ore. The vein is widening, 
development is going on rapidly, and 
the ore now being stoped, which will 
comprise the sixth carload, gives an a.y- 
erage of BOO ounces of silver to the ton, 
11 decided increase in value over former 
ahipineiits. 

The steamer Capilano arrived in port 
yesterday with the largest cargo of hali- 
but ever brought to Vancouver, 132,000 
pounds of fish, 110,000 pounds being 
caught in a single day. 

Since August 21 work has been in pro- 
gress on the Pine Log and Bondholder 
claims of the Bondholder Company. 
Lately tlie snow iuis been too deep to 
work on the other throe claims of the 
company. On September 2- a cross-cut 
tunnel was started to tap the vein in the 
Bondholder, which it is expected will be 
reached 190 feet from the commence- 
ment. The tunnel is now in ISO feet. 
On the way in four very promising feed- 
ers were struck. 

On the Pine Log a croas-cut was com- 
menced on August lil, and on September 
1() the vein was struck in 15 feet.' At 
this jioint a shaft was sunk wliich is now 
down 85 feet, with a strong pay streak 
eight inches wide going 100 ounces in 
silver. A drift has been run from the 
month of the shaft to the south for 110 
feet along a pay streak, which in places 
had pocketR of solid galena and native 
silver. On the face of the drift the vein 
narrowed, but tliere is no fear of it not 
coming in again, as the outcrop on the 
surface overhead is very strong. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Wkstminsi Dec. 2S. — A resident of 
Kight street left his home on C.'liriatmas 
day and returned at night to find that 
burglars bad entered and packed off 
everything of value, including nearly all 
the clothes belonging to the difTerent 
members of the family. 

The funeral of W . Arthur .loncs took 
place on Sunday last under the auspices 
of Company 4, Fifth Kegiment, and 
band. The obsequies were very impres- 
sive. 

ROSS LAND. 
(From the Rossland Miner.) 

F. Lewis Clarke and Charles Sweeny, 
of the Red Mountain mine, arrived from 
Spokane yesterday. They at once made 
a thorougli inspection of the mine and 

the new compressor plant, and were so 
well pleased that they gave instructions 
for the immediate shipment of the ore 
now on the dump and the continuance 
of sliipments to the Tacoma smelter. 

The War JCagle loaded 14 cars of the 
Columbia Sc Western road Tuesday and 
41 cars of the same roatl from I'Viduy of 
last week up to We<lneBdayot this week. 
All of this goes to the Trail smelter and 
some of it is iiroducing very ricli matte. 
The highest grade matte in both cojjper 
and gold ever made at; Trail has lieen 
produced in the last few weeks. The 
ore from the Le Roi and the War Fngle 
obtained from the lower levels is much 
better than that found in the upper 
workings. 

Work baa been started on the long 
tunnel to be run through the Gopher 
and the Homestake to make a connec- 
tion with the working shaft of the Home- 
stake. The new tunnel will run 800 feet 
on the (looher and 400 feet on the 
Homestake. It will connect with the 
working shaft of the Homestake at a 
dentil of ;!U0 feet. The shaft is now 
down 'JO feet. This shows that the peo- 
ple who have charge of the Gopher and 
Ilomestake mean to thoroughly develop 
these projierties. 

A movement is on foot for the build- 
ing of a etuelting plant very near Ivobb- 



land, .and the site most in favor is a Jhtt 
piece of ground on the l\Iai(l of JCrin 
claim on tlie south branch of Trail creek 
and a little above the junction between 
it and the north fork. The R. B. Lee, 
Maid of Erin, Gopher, Homestake, Hill 
Top, Palo Alto, Blue Bird, Alf, May- 
flower, Red Fagle, Nest F]gg, Sunset Xo. 
2, Phoenix, Hattie Brown, Curlew, Lily 
May, Josie JIac, llattie and Zilor, all 
under active development, would bo 
within a mile o£ the smelter so located. 
The man at the head of this movement 
is one of the moat Buccessful smelter men 
in the country, that has made many 
testfl of Trail creek ore. He promises to 
treat these ores, if the proposed smelter 
is built, at a cost not to exceed $7.50 per 
ton. 

KASLO. 

'(From the Rossland Blliier ) 
The new engine and neatly appointed 
passenger coach for the Kaslo & Slocan 
railway have arrived. The engine is 
one of the heaviest used on a narrow 
guage road, will weigh with its tender 
(i5 tons. It was manufactured at the 
Baldwin works in 18S9. 

A subscription list is being circulated 
to raise funds necessary to test the valid- 
ity ot the tax levies of 1894 and 1805. 

A. Hesneler, reported to he most re- 
spectably connected in the F^ast, ia un- 
der arrest charged with obtaining money 
under false pretences. It is alleged by 
J. W. Cockle, of the Kaslo hotel that he 
uttered and bad cashed a check on the 
Bank of Montreal at Nelson, never 
having had an account at that insti- 
tution. 

PLUMPER PASS. 

Gat iano, Dec. 28.— One of the largest 
social gatherings hold on Mayne Island 
took jilace at the closing exercises of the 
Mayne Island public school on Tuesday, 
when the children gave their usual vaca- 
tion entertainment. The schoolroom 
presented o pretty appearance, but was 
totally inadequate to accommodate tlie 
large number of friends who attended. 
The proceedings, presided over by Mr. 
W. F^aser, consisted of dialogues, recita- 
tions, exercise and part songs, inter- 
spersed with vocal and instrumental 
muaic. Tlie rounds of applause which 
greeted the pupils manifested the plea- 
sure of the audience and their apprecia- 
tion of the manner in which the chil- 
dren sustained their different characters. 
An Xmas tree laden ilown with presents 
was provided, Santa Claus again claim- 
ing the privilege of distributing 
the gifts. Addresses were afterwards 
given by Jlr.

CARIBOO, 
(l^rom tlie B.C. MiniuK Journal.) 
A company baa been formed to pro- 
spect the Canyon ravine, on Canadian 
creek. 

Jack Wintrip is running a tunnel on 
Stout's Gulch, on the Newton claim. 
The ground he i8 in ia payingabout one- 
half an ounce per day per man. 

On Willow river the company has 
sunk a bedrock shaft 200 feet deep, and 
is driving a tunnel through bedrock. It 
is expected they will have to drive 500 
feet to reach the channel, of which 150 
feet is complet'Cd, 

The cinnabar mine at Savonaa is in 
splendid shape. A tunnel in 150 feet is 
in ore grading 1 to 5 per cent, (piicksil- 
ver. Rich streaks of ore are found all 
through. Twenty-three men are em- 
ployed, and Manager Veatch expects to 
have the new furnace in operation by 
March. The outlook for the only cinna- 
bar mine under the British flag is very 
satisfactory. 

Mr. Salisbury, president of the Bur- 
rard Inlet Telephone Company,, says 
that his company will begin in the early 
spring and build a line through from 
Ashcroft to Olinton, 150-Mile House, 
Soda C 'reek, Quesnelle, Stanley and Bar- 
kerville, with a branch line to Quesnelle 
Forks. 

A line from one of the owners of the 
Miiud hydraulic mi ie, says " the ^fand 
is sold, ,$5,000 down on signature of paper 
and $95,000 cash within six months." 
This valuable jiroperty has been sold 
once liefore this season, but the dealwas 
afterwards declared oil'. It is expected, 
however, this time it will go through. 

•Tl'.e Discovery claim, up Valley creek, 
which was located last spring by .1. 
Wendle and others, situated about one 
and a half miles from fiarkerville and 
has been in operation ever since the 
company secured the ground. When 
the claim was located there was com- 
paratively no water, bnt by economy 
they were enaliled to make about $20 a 
day ))er man. The manager, Mr. Wendle, 
saiislied that he had a claim, started 
aboiit making preparations to start a 
hydraulic jiUuit. The comjiany has 
mud(! several miles of ditch ami also laid 
500 feet of Hume to convey the water to 
the diggings. The bridge is so con- 
structed aa to give them 100 feet pres- 
Hure. Tliia company ia composed of 
miners located here, Last suminor they 
were oll'ered somewhere in the nighbor- 
hood of $50,000 for the ground, which 
they refused. 

D, Todd Lees, of Vancouver, passed 
through Ashcroft on Saturday from 
Lillooet, where he has been examining 
some mining properties for a Vancouver 
syndicate. He was very greatly impress- 
ed with the CayoosQ creek section. At 
W'ady-vale gulch, about four miles uj) 
Cayoose creek, wdiere some rich float ore 
was found early in the year, several very 
promising claims have just been record- 
ed. The rock pang is still busy blusting 
out some of the rocky l)liiffs on the 
Golden Cache road, and in several cases 
have exposed some splendid gold bear- 
ing ledges. In one claim, through 
which the road had been cut, a ledge 
about seven feet wide was exposed und 
the rock is rich in free gold. Some mill 
and building sites are liable to ho a pre- 
mium, as the mountains on both aides 
nf the creek are very steep. It is ex- 
]<ected that the Blackwater country, at 
present tributary to Lillooet, will have 
Homothing to show in the spring. The 
ore bodies have been very large, and the 
oro carries gold, silver, and copjier. Sev- 
eral prospecting parties are preparing to 
go to Blackwater and are in hopes of do- 
ing some development work during the 
winter. Bridge river ia likely to show 
some astonishing results in quartz claims 
by next year.

COLONIES AND TEE EMPIRE. 

Early in the present month a brief 
i;ablo report was published in the Col- 
o.\J.sT of a meeting oi the British Empire 
League, which -was held in the Maneioii 
' House. Ou thnt oci'asion speeches were 
delivered, amont; other representatives 
of the colonies and dependencies, by Sir 
Charles Tapper, leader o( the Conserva- 
tive opposition in Canada, and Hon. R 
K. Dobell, a member of the present Lib. 
eral adminiBtration. The deliberations 
and deliveranceB of that important as- 
semblage can in no sense bo regarded ae 
other than of the moat serious import, 
involvinp; as they did the con- 
sideration of the responsibilities, 
the obligationa and the duties con- 
nected with the commerce of 
immense empire and at the same time 
the peaceful or other relations of the 
peoples of the world, lar<;ely directed by 
the maintenance of the proud position 
occupied by Gireat Britain as the mis 
tress of the seas. 

The membership of tlie League, as 
such, knows no party politics, whether 
of Great Britain or the Colonies. Not 
only were speeches full of aignificanco 
made among others on the part of those 
who represented Canada, but the Duke 
of Devonshire, the president of the 
League, set forth in cloquentand forcible 
terms the proRress which had been made 
by the organization, and farther ex- 
plained how the Imperial Government 
was co-operating with the Colonies to 
provide for the adequate defence of the 
Empire. 

" Defence, nol ileliance," was, it may 
be reinarkLHl, the keynote of the (,'ather- 
in^;, the object of all present, and all who 
Bvuipathize with the movement, being 
the consolidation of British prowess and 
British institutiona, as embodied in the 
Empire, and the intenaificAtion of the 
feelin},' that colonists as well as natives 
of the! Islands are heirs of all the at;oa in 
the almoFjt boundless march of time aa 
concerns the pro;,'resg, the greatness, the 
power and the inlluenco for good of all 
that may be claimed to be British. 

In much of this we notice that many 
of our neighbors to the South claim 
to bo rightful participatora, and 
this we do not grudge them, 
our own glorious heritage iri hi 
enough and rich enough to jjermit them 
to take a full share. In their enjoy- 
ment of this, it ia to be hoped that they 
will grow increasingly proud of the re 
lationship and less disposed to carp and 
quibble over minor matters, at the same 
time being nioie a|)precialive of the 
honor and the responsibiliLiea attaching 
to the (^oniu.'clioii. 

Very naturally, the Duke of Devon- 
shire concurred with the remarlc of 
Right Hon. Mr. Chamberlain, some 
months ago, that tlie tiuestion of Impe- 
rial unity muet be approached from the 
commercial side, and thia led him to 
refer to the Colonial conference held 
some time back at Ottawa. Speaking of 
this, His Lordship said that although 
the time might not be ripe for 
the discDBsion of either of the 
commercial proposals as to Imperial and 
Colonial trade that were made at that 
conference, it might bo possible for the 
British and the Colonial mercantile com- 
munities to make auggeatioiiHof an infor- 
mal character through the agency of such 
an aBBodatlon as this, which would pave 
the way for the formation of a better uu- 
derstanding, and it might ho possible 
then to collect materials which would 
Jjrni the basis of discussion and another 
conference which might bo lield on the 
subject. His Lordship proceeded to 
say : 

1 have referred to the great morsl 



effect which was produced by that con- 
ference as a visible symbol of. the Em- 
pire — (cheers) — but in addition to that it 
had at least one immediate result of a 
practical character. The naval agree- 
ment which was entered into between 
this country and the Australian colonies 
and the colony of New /jeuland was the 
outcome of that conference. By that 
agreement the colonies undertook to pay 
the interest on the cost of construction 
.md a part of the coat of maintenance, of 
a considerable addition to our lleet to be 
maintained in Australasian waters for 
the protection of British and colonial 
commerce. (Cheers.) Those colonies 
had already undertaken considerable ob- 
ligations of 11 naval and military charac- 
ter for their own defence, but this agree- 
ment was the first recognition which had 
ever been made by any of the colonies 
of the duty and interest of the colonies 
to contribute to the support of the Im- 
perial navy. 

It was further stated by the Duke, 
with respect to Imperial and Colonial 
defence, that the Colonial Defence Com- 
mittee, composed of representatives of 
the Admiralty, the War Oflice and the 
Colonial Office, had made a complete 
study of the question of Colonial De- 
fence, as it affects every colony of the 
British Empire, and this he went on to 
explain at some length, as appears in an- 
other column of this morning's paper. 
The importance of Ilia Lordship's ex- 
planations, particularly in view of what 
is at present being done at Esquimalt 
and what there may be still in contem- 
plation, will no doubt cause the report 
to be i-ead with special and peculiar in- 
terest. 



that the Armenians would have the aarne 
effect upon the industries of Cyprus aa 
the Huguenots had, two centuries ago, 
on those of England, and thinks that the 
English Government ought to encourage 
their immigration into that ialand. The 
Armenians are good farmers, and a great 
part of the island has been allowed to be- 
come a desert for want of intelligent 
cultivation. That there is plenty of 
loom in Cyprus for industrious and in- 
telligent immigrants is shown by the 
fact that while it once had a population 
of three millions there are now in the 
island but 180,000 people. It will bo in- 
teresting to learn the result of thia prac- 
tical attempt to relievo ix small portion 
of Armenian distress. 



A NEW VIEW. 



We have grown accustomed to hear 
of the Armenians as an oppressod, per- 
secuted, down-trodden people. Our 
sympathies have been awakened by 
their sulierings, and our indignation 
stirred against the brutal rulers whose 
iruelty and rathlessnesB have rendered 
their native land an abode of want and 
misery. We have, perhaps, become 
somewhat tired of listening to the 
sorrows of people whom we cannot help 
anil who we have learned to think have 
no capability of helping themselves. 
We pity the Armenians, it is true, but 
at bottom the pity of many of us 
is, to some extent, mingled with con- 
tempt. That thia estimate of the Ar- 
menians is a greatly mistaken one, an 
article by Kmma Cons, in the December 
number of the Contemporary Review, 
on "The Armoniau Exiles in Cyprus," 
shows very plainly. It it the writer 
gives an intereatingdescription of a hol- 
iday trip to Cyprus, made by her and a 
friend last September. They went for 
the purpose of assisting in the eatabliah- 
ment for widows and oriihans at Cyprus, 
which had been undertaken by Mrs. 
Sheldon Ames. They were too early to 
help in this work, but their willing 
hands did not remain idle. They had 
gone by way of Constantinople in a 
French vessel, on board of which were 
one hundred and ten Armenians, mostly 
men, some of whom had obtained pass- 
porta (or Smyrna and others for Bey- 
rout. 

When they got to Smyrna sixty of the 
passengers landed, and were imme- 
diately arrested and imprisoned under 

the pretence that they had left behind 
in their houses treasonable papers, of 
which the itnthorities had obtained pos- 
session. The remaining passengers, 
dreading a similar fate,decided not to land 
at Beyrout, as they had intended, but to 
go to Larnaca, the principal town in Cy- 
prus, where they would be safe under 
the protection of the British flag. The 
retugeea first gained tlie good opinion 
of the writei , because in ajjito of their 
evident destitution, they did not ask the 
rich English ladies for money, though 
tliis is the invariable custom of the 
Turks and Arabs who are met with in 
this part of the world. 

However, the ladies wont to work 
immediately to help them in a 
way that would l)0 acceptable to 
honest, iiKlopendent men ami women. 
One of their number, a young advocate, 
was set to work to draw up a listof their 
names, ages, aud occupations before 
they landed. After thej' arrived at 
Larnaca, a town with a population of 
al)out eight thou.^and, ho was omiiloyed 
to keoj) a similar record of all tin; 
leiugeea who were arriving in other 
8hij)s. Tiiia work ho at first refuseil to 
he paid for ; but when his own money 
was gone, he accepted the ordinary 
wage ol a laborer on the roads in that 
country, a shilling a day. The ladies 
then undertook to form committees of 
the i)rincipal inhabitants of the Island 
in order to set these people .".t the work 
for which they were best adapted. 
Some ol the men were employed aa 
gardeners. Two cooks and a barber 
started a cafe. The Mayor supplied 
work for the moat destitute at the or- 
dinary wages. One committee sent in a 
report aa to what had been done for 
aixty-ono of these immigrants. Among 
those supplied with work were one 
tobacco sorter, four coppersmiths, two 
silk weavers, one silk reeler, one car- 
penter, , one blacksmith, two dress- 
makers, three block printers, porters 
and others without occupations. The 
rejiort states that: 

We advance the money necessary for 
]iroviding the trade implements as a 
loan witliout interest, to bo refunded 
from tho jirolits of the concern. A house 
is also to bo jirovidoil for such artisana 
aa the block printers, tlio weavers, the 
copporamitlis and the silk reelers. 

It irf hardly likely that among sixty 
l)eoplo of any nation cast adrift in a 
strange town there would be found a 
larger proportion of skilled labor. The

Were Not Carried Out.

Last night's 'city council meeting was 
an uneventful one, with very little dis- 
cussion, 30 that the business went along 
smoothly enough and waa all disposed of 
by half-past nine. 

lYom Mr. R. P. Rithet, M.P.P., an 
acknowledgment was received of the 
council's resoluliona iu favor of an Ad- 
miralty House. Mr. Kithcteaid ho would 
be glad to do all that ho could to help 
the project, 'and asked for some further 
information upon the subject. The 
Mayor will send the required informa- 
tion- _ _ 

A. F, Barhnm and F. B. Pemberton 
both wrote comjilaining of obstructions 
on Beacon and St. Andrew's streists, 
and Mr. Barliam mentioned in his letter 
that someone had poisoned hia dog. 

Ai.i). TiAUKS suggested l,liat the letters 
be* referred to the police commisBioncrs, 
but the Mayor did nut lliink that was 
the proper course. 

Some disousaion arose aa to wdiether 
the streets spoken of were city property 
or not. Finally the question was tabled 
to enable the aldermen to obtain the 
City Solicitor's opinion on the subject. 

The following report from the City 
Engineer made soinewhat interesting 
reading, aa in effect it stated that when 
the Lansdowne road waa repaired a year 
ago his BUgfteations as to how the work 
should be done were not carried out : 
December 28, 1890. 
Gentlemen— With regard to the sub- 
ject-matter of a communication referred 
to in the report of the streets committee, 
ailing attention to the dangerous state 
of the Lanedowne road, etc, I beg to en- 
close herewith niy report of September 
19, 1895, bearing on that subject, aa fol- 
lows : "In compliance with a resolution 
passed by the council on the 16th inat, 
the effect that the city engineer 
be requested to furnish the council 
with a report as to what ho 
considers the best method of dealing 
with the open watercourse on Lans- 
lov.-ne road, with an eatiuiate of the 
cost of carrying out the work. 

" I have the honor to report that I ex- 
amined the site referred to, and, in my 
opinion, the best way to deal with the 
matter, having due reijard to economy 
and efficiency, would be to plank over 
the watercourse, the planking to rest on 
caps 4 feet by 6 inches, extending across 
the top of the watercourse, supported by 
posts well sunk into the ground, leaving 
a width for the waterway of 5 feet 6 
inches, the posts to be boarded up for a 
heighth of !! feet from the bottom 
of the watercourse, and thus confine 
the channel and prevent the water from 
cutting awav the earth from the sides. 
This would avert danger to public traflic 
,ic that jiUicc and prevent the water from 
rutting into the road. Estimated cost, 
*3(iO, 

The work aa carried out under the di- 
rection of the then chairman of the 
atreets committee, ditrered from that 
recommended in not having posts un- 
der the scantling laid across the 
water course. As a consequence, 
the jilatform is not sufBolently strong to 
safely support the weiRht of bailed 
teams which are liable to drive upon it 
when iKissing in oiiposite directions, on 
account of tiie narrowness of the road, 
and aa the water has uot been conliiied 
in a channel by boarding as suggeated, 
it has in several olace.s cut into the sides 
of the iiauka. Aa a tenipurarv method 
to guaul against aiH.-idoiit, directiona 
have liLHMi given to ))nl in longer cross 
pieces where i-diuired , anil erect a rail- 
ing alongside, lo prevent teams from 
going ui)on the platform,

Sare to Become One of tlie Most 
Populous and Prosperous 
Of the Province. 



:Mr. .T. A. I'anly, the father of the 
town of Grand Forks at tlie junction of 
the two forks of the Kettle river, a nier 
chant as well as a miner, is registered 
at the Drlard. Mr. Manly is viee-presi- 
dent of the famous Volcanic mine (now 
the Olive Mining Co.), and president of 
the Seattle Mining Oo. To a repre- 
sentative of the Colonist Mr. Manly 
gave some interesting particulars of the 
mines of the Kettle river country, 
alihongh they are better known to the 
outside world under the general term of 
Bounday Creek miiios. Aa a matter of 
fact the most valuable mines are situated 
on the North Fork of the Kettle river, 
twenty-five miles from Boundary Creek. 
The latter is west of the North Fork and 
has some very fine prospeets. It was 
through the ilrst difii;overies beini; made 
on Boundary Creek that caused the 
whole region to be called the Boundary 
Creek country. The Seattle is one of 
the great mines of the district— and it 
has many. The ledge ia 80 feet in width 
and averngcB 20 per cent, copper, ifVl in 
gold and four ounces in silver. This 
mine is being developed, and so soon aa 
railway transportation is available will 
be tible to ship sixty tons per day. The 
Volcanic ia the famous mine o£ the dis- 
trict on account of the mineral ore body 
which is 600 feet in width, and will aver- 
age $12 per ton. Nature has done much 
towards developing this mine. Theiron 
cap on the face of the mountain has slid 
oil" and exposed a great part of the ledge 
It is simply a mountain of ore. This 
mine will only be productive when a 
railway is buill. to Grand Forks. 

The Minnie ia another mine of great 
promise. It is a recent discovery. The 
vein is 12 feet in width and averages .f 36 
in gold and copper. TheP.ithflnder, the 
Winnipeg, tlie Stemwinder, the 
Emma, the Oro de Noro, the 
City of Paris, the Twins, the 
Lily K. and Gold Droj) have all large ore 
" bodies and are shipping proj^itions 
now. They only await the arrival of the 
iron horse to become producers. There 
are very many others which could be 
mentioned as excellent mines, for there 
are about six thousand locations within 
& radius of twenty-five miles of Grand 
Forks, commencing within the bound- 
aries of the town itself. The ores all re- 
o.uire treatment by a smelter, and the 
great need at present ia railway 
connection with the outside world. 
The Spokane iind Northern railway ia 
now forty miles from Grand Forks, and 
it is understood to be Mr, Corbin's in- 
tention to build a line between Marcus 
and Grand Forks as soon aa possible, and 
it is expected that the rails will be into 
the town by midsummer. Mr. Heinze's 
road is also heading in the same direc- 
tion, and, if pushed, will reach the town 
in the course of the coming year. 

Grand Forks ia located at the western 
end of Mr. Manly'a ranche, which he 
modestly describes as one of 4,000 
acres. It ia admirably situated 
at the junction of the two 
forks of the Kettle river, in 
a valley long known for its pleasant 
climate and beautiful park-like ajipear- 
ance. One year ago there were but three 
houses in Grand Forks, all belonging to 
Mr. Manly, and its population was com- 
prised of himsell and his employes. 
Now there are 250- buildings on the 
townsite, and a population of over GOO, 
which are daily increasing in number. 

Grand Forks is naturally the dis- 
tributing centre for all the surrounding 
region, v.-hich takes in Green- 
wood, Copper Camp, White's camp. 
Brown's camp, Clark's camp, Evans' 
cam}), Summit Camp, Wellington 
camp and others. Unfortunately for 
this aide of the line, the valleys all lead 
south. There is an easy country from 
Grand Forks to Marcus over winch to 
build a railway, and it is along this val- 
ley that the wagon road, the only pres- 
ent outlet runs. Much can lie done by 
the Government to aid the early devel- 
opment of the mines, viz., the building 
of a traffic bridge over the Kettle River 
and the improvement of the wagon road 
to the boundary line. It is impossible 
at present to get in heavy min- 
ing machinery on account of 
tlie lack of the bridge and 
the bad state of the road. 
The expenditure on the road would not 
be useless when a railway is built to the 
town, for the valley is extremely fertile 
and a good wagon road will always be a 
necessity. Peaches, grajies, pears, ap- 
ples and all classes of small fruits and 
vegetables are grown without irrigation 
and of the finest character. The valley 
is three miles in width and twenty 
miles in length, and when the diytrict 
teems with a mining population it will 
also require tvlarge farming community. 
Grand Forks will be the centre of all 
this activity and ia sure to become the 
principal town of the region. 

Mr. Manly was afraid to say all that 
might honestly bo said with regard to 
the aure prospecta and great capabilities 
of the district, but ia certain that the 
coming year will see Cirand Forks live 
times its size, and its mines the most 
Bought after in British Columbia. If the 
coast towns are to receive the benefit 
from the growth of this portion of the 
interior better railway communication 
is absolutely necessary, and this 
can only be secured by the 
building of the proposed railway 
from the coast to the Columbia river. 
At present the natural outlet and mar- 
ket is to the south, and tliis will bo ac- 
centuated by the building of Mr. Cor- 
bin's road. With direct railway com- 
munication with the coast this would all 
be changed, and the cities of the coast 
would bo in a better position to supply 
the mining districts of southeast Yale 
and southwest Kootenay than Spokane.

THE " ONWAKD " CLAllI. 

Practically Finished nt the Commission's 
Sitting of Yesterday. 

Tho evidence in the Onward case wag 
practically linished at yesterday's ait- 
ting of tlio Belirinj: Sea Claims Commis- 
sion, the last part of the day being taken 
up with the hearing of witnesses on the 
Thornton claim. Charles Soring, in the 
Onward case, stated that the partnership 
between himself and Cai>tain Alexander 
McLean was dissolved in December, 
188(5, each retaining his interest in the 
claims against the U. S. governnient. 
Among the other evidence submitted 
was that of Michael Harkin, cook of the 
Onward on her 1886 cruise, as to the 

Erovisions on board and as to the seizure 
y the Oorwin. 

At the afternoon sitting Hon. Mr. 
Dickinson, iof the United States, said 
that his fiovernmert were fully convinc- 
ed of the good faith of tho claim of the 
owners in the Onward case, and he would 
do little more tli.... ^iiit in matter that 
would aid the commissioners in arriving 
at the proper rate of compensation to al- 
low. He then presented the papers 
showing Capt. Ale.xauder McLean's na- 
turnlization as a United States citizen, 
Hon, Mr. Peters formally objecting. 
Captain Eaynor's evidence, valuing tin 
Onward at ^L',000 in 18SG, was given, and 
the Thornton case was then resumed, 
Capt. Warren statinp; that he had bouyht 
a half interest in the vessel for $1,800 in 
1804 and had her rebuilt in 1877 at a 
coat of ^3,500; the steam auxiliary ma- 
chinery being placed in her in 1881. His 
evidence was not finished when the com- 
mission adjourned. 

There seems to be a probability of the 
commission finishing its sittings in Vic- 
toria by the middle of .January at the 
present rate of progress. 

FUES AND SKINS. 

McMillan & Co.'s Latest Minneapolis Cir- 
cular—Receipts of Furs 
Increasing. 

In their circular dated Minneapolis, 
Deceinbeisl8, Messrs. INIcMillan & Co., 
exporters of furs, hides, wool, etc., say: 
The receipts of furs are increasing as the 
season advances. The market ia dull 
for most kinds, because this season's 
business is over and the American man- 
ufacturers have not had much trade, 
consequently the bulk of tho furs, as hau 
been the case for several years, will have 
to be placed in Europe. Next week is 
the last week that slrppiug furs can be 
sentaliroad to gi iiilo the January I^on 
don sales, and wo hoji.3 those of our 
shippers who have eoiiie on hand will 
send them along at once. This sale will 
govern the prices of furs in Europe, 
although not all kinds will be oll'ered as 
they will bo in the March sale. On 
account of the increased ofTer- 
ings, March prices may be lower 
than January, the same as they were 
last year, Most furs now being received 
are prime and grade No. 1. Furs caught 
in October and early November grade 
Xos. 2 and 3 ; those taken earlier No. 4. 
Mink are generally the best when trap- 
ped in December. Badger when caught 
early grade low and are about worthless ;

SPAIN AND THE UNITED STATES. 

The Kingdom Will Take Immediate Steps to 
Meeotiate a Trade Treaty. 

New York, Dec. 28.— A Madrid special 
to tiie World says : 

It is believed in diplomatic circles that 
•Spain will talce advantage of tlie dispo- 

■sition of President Cleveland and Secre- 
tary Olney to negotiate quiclcly and di- 
rectly -witii the United S^^te8 to eecu re 
American neutrality bygrantingdiacrini- 
inating conceasions in the contemplated 
Culjan tariff and fair promises of colo; 
uial antonomy before the accession o" 
McKinley. 

It is rumored that General Weyler 
has delayed fresh operations against the 
insurgents in order to give time to dis- 
cover tlie (liBpositiou of tlie bands and 
tlieir chiefs since tlie deatli of Maceo, 
with a view to feeling his way to prepar- 
ing the ground for finishing the present 
Cuban war lilce the last insurrections in 
ISpnin and Cuba, where money and un- 
ollicial negotiations proved more telling 
arguments than force of arms, as soon as 
the insurgents savif no more hope of for- 
eign aid. 

One of the principal reasons of the 
Spanish government for insisting upon 
Gen. Weyler making a decisive attempt 
to clear the provinces of Pinar del Rio, 
Havana and Matanzas within a few 
weeks ia the urgent necessity tor scoring 
a military success before Spain has once 
more to ap)ieal to the native and foreign 
markets for fresh loans when she shall 
have exliaualed the money obtained by 
the recent interior loan, which will be in 
Marcli of next year. 

At present the minister of the colonies 
disposes of this cash and Cuban bonds of 
the value of about $50,000,000 only out of 
the ))rocceda of that loan. The expenses 
of the war in Cuba are $12,000,000 
monthly, and in the Philipi)ines 
a', least $4,000,000. Up to the 
presint time the Spanish treas- 
ury has' assisted the Cubar- treasury by 
guaranteeing advances made by foreign 
ftnd native bankers upon Cuban bonds, 
and by pledging the sources oi imperial 
revenue for the recent $80,000,000 loan. 
The nionieiu is fast approaching when 
the Spanisluparliamentand the Spanish 
tasnavera must be asked to provide in 
the shape of additional taxation $26,000,- 
000 annually for the interest and the 
sinking fund of $250,000,000 thus raised, 
to meet only in part the expense of the 
Cuban war ud to jMarch, 1897, which the 
Cuban budget and the Cuban taxpayers 
eoitld not possibly pndertako to pay, 
even if the war were soon terminated, 
considering that their budgets showed 
deficits averaging $5,000,000 annually be- 
fore the present insurrection. 

THE HAWAIIAN QUESTION. 

What Right Have a Handful of Americans 
\ to Ascendancy? 

fFrom the N. Y. Times.) 

The flawaiian Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, now visiting this country, is re- 
ported as representing the Hawaiian 
government to be in fear of what the 
Japanese may do, and anxious for an- 
nexation to the United States on that 
account. The Japanese, Minister Cooper 
says, "outnumber all other foreigners " 
in' Hawaii, the Americans being a 

handful in comparison," and they " are 
beginning to chafe for the right to vote." 
If they get it " American ascendancy 
will l)e at an end forever." Regarding 
Hawaii as ivn independent nai.iun, why 
Inia a numerous body of " foreigners " 
atiy less right to power than a " hand- 
liil " of other foreigners? If it is a re- 
public, why should not foreicnerfi from 
Japan cba e for the same rights that are 
allowed to foreigners from the United 
States? 

What spe ual right has a " handful " 
of Americans to " ascendancy '| in a 
land of freedom, any way? If it is not a 
land of freedom, if it ia not a republic, if 
the majority is npt fit to rule, if its 
larger " foreign elements " are undesir- 
able for citizenship, and if it has to be 
governed by some kind of a handful of 
superior persons, why should we annex 
it to our system, which is founded u])on 
tlu! " consent of the governed " and the 
rigiit of the majority to rule? Every ad- 
vocate of Hawaiian annexation seems

Heated Controveisy in Gei 
Document Alleged to Be 



iny Over a 
Rome. 



(From tlic New Yorl; Ileriild.) 

Tlie assertion has been made that 
there exists in the Free IMasons' lodge in 
Rome a document which bears the sig- 
nature ot the devil. The question now 
arises> Can the devil write? This intor- 
rojiation is considered in ecclesiastical 
circles of so much importance that two 
German papers — tbe Pelikan, published 
in Feldberir, and edited by Dr. Kunzle, 
and the Vollcszeitung, of Oologner-have 
hcen cn^^aged in a heated controversy on 
the subject for some time. 

This controversy was provoked by the 
publication of a tract called "The 
Secrets of Hell," written by a pious 
woman, Miss Diana Vaughan. Its 
author gives an account of a conference 
that took place on the night of Octoher 
18, 1883, between the devil and Signor 
Crispi, who afterwards became Premier 
in the government of tlie Kingdom of 
Italy. It was hold in the Free Masons' 
lodge in Rome, of which Crispi is a 
member, and the interest of it lay in the 
circumstance that the devil i)redicted 
that within a year from the time of the 
interview a certain woman, whom he 
named, would give birth to a child, des- 
tined to become the grandmother of a 
boy, who would serve as the most 
powerful of his earthly allies. In testi- 
mony of the truth of this prediction a 
document was drawn up at the end of 
which the devil wrote hia title, "Sanctus 
Daemon, Primarius Vraeses," which 
may bo translated as "First Presiding 
Sacred Devil." He did not write in 
words, but in symbolical signs, such as 
a rooster, a three pronged fire fork, a 
l)air ot horns and a caudal appendage, 
usint; tor that purpose a pen which lay 
in the lodge room. Other Free Masons 
besides Signer Crispi kept an eye on him 
while he was engaged in writing, or 
rather drawing. The news of this allair 
leaked out, and it came into the posses- 
sion of Miss Vaughan, the author of the 
tract on the subject. 

Now Dr. Kunzle, of the Pelikan, con- 
tends for the genuineness of the bigna- 
ture, appeals to tradition in support of 
his opinion, and fortiflea his appeal with 
arguments drawn from theologians of 
distinction. Among tlie many promin- 
ent men sui)porting him in his opinion 
may be named the aristocratic Prince 
Zu Lowenstein. The Volkszeituntr, on 
the contrary, refuses to give credence to 
the story. It holds that " only supersti- 
tious people could believe in the 
authenticity ot the devil's signa- 
tnro or in the report ot hia in- 
terview with Sicnor Crispi, the Free Ma- 
son." While tlie N'olks/.oitung affirms 
that it ia certain that a man like Crispi 
mi;^lil lu)kl interviews with Satan, sonie- 
tiiiies liiiown in thu Tyrol as " Vitru," 
it rejeiUs the Icstinioiiy "llei-ed as proof 
ot Vitru'd appearain'e in the lodge at 
Rome. "How could N'itrii know," it 
questions, " that the woman Sappho 
would give birth to the grandmother ot 
the chief one of his earthly allies? " 

Can the devil' write? How few ot us 
have ever given the subject a thought, 
and how perfectly natural the quick re- 
joinder is: "Why, of course he can- 
not!" And yet why should he not? 
That is, provided we admit the existence 
ot a devil, ot .i fallen an;^el, <it a prince 
ot (larknessl It we believe the story 
ot l.iiciter's disoljcdienco and conse- 
([uent banishinciil from heaven into the 
eternal llrcs of hell, w(! practically ad- 
n\it the exisience ot the devil I If we 
read the story iitiirally or even look 
upon it as a myth, wo must admit the 
su|)eriority, the noliility and },'randeur 
of the archangel J. uiuler, as God created 
him as he was before his tall, and even 
to-dav he is a formidable opponent ot 
the Creator! Wo cannot close our eyes 
to that tact! Our ministers warn us 
against him, prayers are offered up for 
strength to withstand him, the Salvation 
Army, that powerful organization which 
has grown up in our midst, and which 
lias stubbornly forced ns to admit the 
good it does and admire whihi we may 
not apj)rov(^ of its methods, has tor its 
principal aim the conquest of the devil. 



TROUBLED SOUTH APEICA. 

Bechuanaland Rebels Mobilized by Whites 
and More Trouble Feared. 

Capk Tow.v, Dec. 20.— It is reported 
that the rebels, led by whites belonging 
to the Capo Town volunteers, have mo- 
bili-.'.ud the burghers, and the disturbed 
districts aro now underarms. Replying 
to a telcL'ram from Gordon Sprigg, 
premier of Cape Colony, regarding 'the 
advisability ot deapatchiiig the volun- 
teera to the Hechnana border, the Trans- 
vaal government has wired expressing 
the hope that measures will bo taken to 
in-event tho violation of the Transvaal 
boundary, which ia now being guarded 
on tho I'ranHvaal side. This despatc i 
from tho Transvaal government adla 
that this is done for tho purpose of pra- 
venting misunderstandiui.

Tug Hope came in on Sunday with n 
boom of logs from Cowichan.

Through a strong tide 
running tho logs caught in the piles of 
the bridge, and for some time remained 
inextricable. Tho Hope leaves port 
again early this morning with a bridge 
intended to replace one of those recently 
washed away in Sooke.

Li Hung Chang's First Move Towards Im- 
provins; His Countrymen. 

Wa.shino rox, Dec. 28. — Accordii;g to 
news received hero from unoflicial 
Houicee, Li Hung Chang's visit to Kng- 
lau<l and the United States has already 
borne fruit in the decision of the Chinese 
government to gradually Anglicize tho 
Chinese people at least aa far e.s their 
language is concerned.

AT TJEE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 

Tariff Inquiries Proceedmg at Washington 
— U. S. OfflcJals Said to Be Inter- 
ested ill Filibustering. 

WAsinNQTOif, Dec. BS^the'hearihsa 
which the ways and means committee 
of the hoU8« will give to tho representa- 
tivea of varionB induatriea interested in 
tho preparation of tbe new tariir bill be- 
gan in tho room of the comiuitteo at the 
Capitol to-day, and will conlinno daily 
until January 11. Much interest was 
uiaijifested.and the room was constantly 
thronged 1^1111 delogatloiia and rspre- 
aeiitativeaof thevariouBtradEB. Owing to 
the brief time allowed for hearinga and 
tho desire of tho committee to avoid un- 
ncceasarv repetitions, many of those who 
appeared filed their briefs and made no 
oral argumeiita. The schedules upon 
which hearinga were accorded to-day 
were those relating to cheuiicala and 
spirits and wines. Almost without ex- 
ception all wlio appeared naked for an 
increase of duties on the particular in- 
duBtrv in which they were interested. 
.Almost all of those w'ho appeared in be- 
half of changes in tho chemical schedule 
urged n cha,nge from ad valorem to spec- 
iSc duties. 

No information haa been received at 
either tho treasury department or the 
department of justice respecting the sus- 
pected filibuBteror Three Friends, except 
tho announcement of her eeixure, nor 
have any special instructions been given 
to the local offlciala aa to the legal course 
to be pursued. There is no doubt that 
the oflicialg are not entirely satiaiied with 
tho way tho busineaa of prevent- 
ing filibustering expeditiona leaving 
American ports haa been conducted, 
and it is believed that ABsistant 
Secretary Wike, who is in Florida, will 
nuike it his business to investigate the 
whole matter. It is known that the 
Spanish representative hero baa made 
repeated complainta at the State depart- 
ment that some of the Government otli- 
cera in Forida have money interests in 
some of the eteamera engaged in viola- 
ting the neutrality laws by carrying ex- 
peditions to Cuba, Theae complaints 
have been forwarded to the chief custom 
officers in Florida, and while the reports 
admit tho fact of subordinates or mem- 
bers ot their families having interests in 
some of tho well known fllibusterers, it 
is claimed that the fact is not having, 
and haa not had any influence upon the 
official acts of the subordinate officials. 
Whether the subordinateBOwaing inter- 
ests in these vessels will be required to 
resign, ia not known, but if it ia made to 
appear that any one of them ia under 
reasonable auapicion, prompt action will 
be taken.

" L'Electcur," Mr. Pacaud's Paper, C 
damned by the Bishops. 

— Le Soleil, tbe new 
French-Canadian Liberal paper which 
haa taken the place of L'Electcur which 
haa been placed under the ban, came out 
tliis morning. It waa sent to all the sub 
scribers of L'Electcur under an 
other name. This[siio\vs the plan of 
campaign whicli tho Catholic Liberals 
intend to inaugurate against the hier- 
archy, Should the bishop excommuni- 
cate LeSoleil they will drop that aud im- 
mediately start another paper. 

MoNTRKAi,, Dec. 2S. — The hook recent- 
ly published by L. O. David, a firm 
friend of Premier and city clerk of Mon- 
treal, on "The Canadian Ciergy and 
Their Work," has, it is learned, been 
condemned by the papal conrt at Boiue, 
to whom he auhdfitted it aa a protest 
against the adverse criticiama made by 
the Biahop of Chicoutimi and other 
Quebec prelates, The condemnation 
puDbcd by the papal court will be read in 
the churches on Sunday next.

THEIR WORK ENDED. 

The United Stales Apparently Ready to 
Drop the Venezuelan Boundary 
Question. 

Wasiiingto.s, Dec. 28. — It was given 
out from the atate department that the 
incident of the Venezuelan boundary 

dispute is conaidered closed aa far as the 
United States ia concerned, and all fur- 
ther negotiations tor its adjudication lie 
with tlio two jjarlic;! in the controversy, 
Venezuela and Great Britain. Witfi ac- 
ceptance by the Vene/nelan executive 
three weeks ago of the, heads for the pro- 
poecd treaty of arbitration, :i8 signed 
by Sir .Julian Pauiicei'oto and Mr. Oliiey 
on Xoveriiber IL', tlie friendly interven- 
tion o( the UniLe(i States had been coni- 
l)leti'd and the only additional acta of 
the United Stales in the matter will he 
the publication of the evidence and re- 
ports it collected by tho Venezuelan high 
coinmission, and the eventual reference 
1 1 the v. S. supreme court of the concur- 
rent request of the two countriea for 
the apjjointment of two jurists as mem- 
bera of the tribunal, as provided by 
the treaty. As the Venezulan congress, 
which must paea upon this treaty, has 
been called to meet on 'I'ebruary 1, in- 
stead of waiting until its constitutional 
meeting day, February 20, it ia pre- 
sumed that Minister Andrade and tho 
liritiah Ambassador will complete the 
detail^j of the convention directly, so 
that . it may reach Caracas within a 
month. Such a negotiation it ia thought 
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will be devoid of any great importance, 
as the main issue haa already been dis- 
posed of. 

REFORMS IN CUBA. 

Negotiations Practically Concluded Between 
Spain and tbe United States-To 
Be Submitted to Congress. 

W.\siiiNGTo.v, Dec. 25. — Tho Post will 
say to-morrow : "It has been learned 
," om an authoritative aource that Sccre- 
tiry Olney and Senor Dupuy do Lome, 
the Spanish minister, have practically 
terminated negotiationB on the Cuban 
question, and the conclusions are to be 
submitted to congrcaa when it con- 
venea on .Tanuarj' o. The terms of 
the agreement are baaed on recent 
ofilcial communicationa from Premier 
Canovas addressed to the Secretary of 
State. The premier atates clearly the 
terms which Spain will accord to the 
inaurgents, and practically aska the 
United States to propose these condi- 
tions to her rebellious subjecta. Premier 
Canovas says that ^"in cannot, of 
course, stand before ti irld as having 
been coerced into meas j by the United 
States. She has freely granted all that she 
now olTere, and that in face of rebelli- 
ion, but aho accepta the good ofiSces of 
the United States aa mediator, and to 
guarantee to the insurgents amnesty 
and the enforcement of the new reform 
law, which she is about to proclaim in 
Cuba. The form of government offered 
is, the SpRuish statesmen declare, the 
limits of independence which can be 
granted to a province by any nation 
without absolutely severing the bonds of 
union with the mother country. Auton- 
omy aa enjoyed by Canadians can never 
be irranted in Cuba." 



BIG STRIKE AT ROSSLAND. 

The City of Spokane Mine the Location— 
Meeting of Squatters, 

Rossi.AND, Dec. 28. — (Special)— A big 
strike ia reported to-^nigbt in tho City of 
Spokane mine. This belongs to liorne- 
Payne's syndicate, the Lillooet, Eraser 
River and Cariboo Gold Fields Co. The 
mine was bought by them last iNIay for 
if-!7,50l), and upwards of .$50,000 have 
dince been spent in equipping and de- 
veloping the pioperty. 

Scjuattera on the lands of tbe Nelson 
and Fort Sheppard railway and the ad- 
joining townaite held a meeting on Sun- 
day evening in tho hall of the Inter- 
national hotel to take stops to ascertain 
who really owns tbe ground. A commit- 
tee wan a|)i)ointed to look into the iiuit- 
terof title and rcjiort. 

A strike of some importance is reported 
in the tunnel of the Novelty. The ore is 
of the same character as ia found in the 
Giant which adjoina. 



BOLD BOBBERY. 

A Chicago Saloon Entered by Masked Men 
and Plundered. 

CnicAoo, Dec. 28. — Three maaked 
men, armed with revolvera, entered the 
saloon of Mrs. Mary Earnhardt, No. 131 
West Twelfth street., at 11 o'clock last 
night, and robbed the j)hico of ^-150. 
Mrs. Banihardt, when the men came in, 
waa sitting with two natrons of the 
l)laK0 at a table playing dominoea. One 
of tho men walked over to where the 
twocuatomers were ])laying and threat- 
ened to kill them if they moved. An- 
other pointed a revolver at Mrs. Earn- 
hardt and demanded her money. The 
third man walked behind the bar and 
helped himself to the contenta of the 
cash drawer. After getting the money 
the robbers fled.

UiNlTED FOR PKOTECTION. 

U. S. Lumbermen to Appear Before the 
Ways and Means Committee at Wash- 
ington—Their Demands. 

Bul l ALO, Dec. 28,— Preeident C. 
Goodyear, of the Cincinnati I^umber 
TarifT Convention, ia now on hia way to 
Wasliington, wliere, with representatives 
of tlio luniijur trade from all parts of tho 
United States, ho will appear before the 
ways and means committee Wednesday 
or Thursday, and urge that a tax be 
placed on Canadian lumber. In an in- 
terview, Mr. Goodyear said to-day : 
" There is need of more revenue, and as 
there is to lie some taritr raising to ob- 
tain it, wo are going to ask for some pro- 
lection from foreign lumber with inci- 
dental revenue, or for a tariff for revenue 
with incidental protection." 

MiNNEAi'OLis, Dec. 28. — Kepreaenta- 
tives of the lumber intereats of the 
Northwest met on Saturday at the West 
hotel in conference with Congressman 
Towney, of the ways and means com- 
mittee; Congressman Fletclier and Con- 
gressman-elect Morris, of the Sixth dis- 
trict, over the duty on lumber, which is 
to b,p made a part of tho new tarill' bill. 
In general, it seemed that a tax of .^2 on 
rougii lumber was f.ivored. 
• Tho meeting was attended by the 
oflicera and directors of the i\IiBsiyaii)i)i 
Valley Lumbermen's Association in a 
body, in addition to a number of local 
lumbermen.
